The pace of Iho Truman-Aeheson chango of front in 
Korea and the almost hysterical speed of acceptance 
ol the Russian proposal for a cease-fire are in keeping 
with the pleading tone of past United States supported 
I N peace proposals. 
The only new factor is the willing­ 
ness of Russia and Communist China to agree to an arm­ 
istice at the 38 Parallel. 
It is inconceivable 
that 
the 
Russian 
Bear 
has 
“changed his spots” and that Moscow, dedicated to de­ 
struction of capitalism and individual freedom, has ab­ 
dicated any of its basic tenets of Lenin and Stalin. 
In 1920 Lenin made the following statement clearly 
hearing on such a situation as the proposed Korean arm­ 
istice. 
t . 
“The major theme of my speech will be proof 
of two points, namely, first, that e v e r y war 
is the continuation of the policy conducted in 
peace, only by other means; second, that the 
concessions which we grant, which we are forced 
to grant, are the continuation of war in another 
form, by other means . . . . It would be a great 
mistake to believe that a peaceful agreement 
about concessions is a peaceful agreement with 
capitalists. This agreement is the equivalent to 
war . . . .” 
What then, are the real purposes of the Krem lin 
in proposing a cease-fire in Korea? 
One purpose, of course, could be to gain time for 
further war preparation, which 
would 
clearly 
mean 
Russia is not yet ready for World War III. When Pres­ 
ident 1 ruman vetoed MacArthur’s measures to press the 
Korean war, one ot the reason's he gave was that we 
needed further time to prepare, A1 that time MacArthur 
stated to the investigating committee of Congress that 
he “was far from certain that Russia would not gain 
more by the delay than would the United States.”

could destroy (by atomic bombing) Russia’s potential 
to make war. What the situation will be a year front 
now I cannot say.” 
Another, or an additional, purpose of the Kremlin 
for wanting a Korean cease-fire would be to allay temp­ 
orarily the war anxiety of the American people and 
thereby cause deterioration of the defense effort in the 
United States and in the Western European countries. 
Or, conversely, the Kremlin may have decided it 
dare not chance an all-out fighting war at this time and 
proposes to return to a policy of constant harassment 
and threat of war. 
Such a strategy would be designed to compel the 
allies to continue tremendous armament outlays during 
long periods of uncertainty. 
Since we are committed, 
as the Kremlin well knows, not to declare a preventive 
war, the ultimate result of the United States and its 
allies would be bankruptcy. 
Meanwhile, the Kremlin would continue its classic 
technique of conquest by those devious methods “short 
of war’ by which half of the world's population has come 
under Moscow^ domination since World War II, this 
“without the Kremlin’s losing a single soldier.” 
Of one thing we may be certain, the Kremlin is not 
forsaking a word of the creed of Lenin and Stalin, a 
cardinal principle of which is as stated above: “It would 
be a great mistake to believe that a peaceful agreement 
about concessions is a peaceful agreement with capital­ 
ists. This agreement is the equivalent to war . . . .” 
In accepting a peace without victory in Korea, a 
peace based on fear, a peace which abandons the oft- 
announced purposes of the war, a free and united Korea, 
we are again committing to Russia the decision as to 
when and where to start World War III, a policy on our 
part which may well be disastrous.

Forest Closure 
Restrictions Now 
Being Enforced 
Forest Supervisor Norman J. 
Farrell announced today that ef­ 
fective July 1 certain areas w ith­ 
in the boundaries of the San 
Bernardino National Forest were 
designated as areas of fire haz­ 
ard and public entry is restric­ 
ted until further notice, except 
by special entry permit for con­ 
duct of necessary business. No. 
permit will be required of act­ 
ual residents going to and from 
their homes w ithin the restricted 
areas. 
The areas are closed to entry 
under the authority of Regional 
Forester Clare Hendee. Maps 
showing the area so closed are 
available at all ranger stations. 
I arge signs ere posted around 
the boundaries of the areas to 
inform hikers, campers, fisher­ 
men and hunters of locations of 
the fire hazard areas. 
The areas so closed are a l­ 
most entirely heavy stands of 
brush on steep slopes. Fire start­ 
ing in these areas are very dif­ 
ficult to control. These w ater­ 
sheds are prim arily im portant 
lor the production of water and 
the prevention of erosion that 
causes heavy dam age after such 
areas are destroyed bv fire.

MILES TO NEW RECORD 
Using a road m ap for the 
last portion of his flight and 
fearful that he would have to 
m ake a forced 
cow 
pasture 
landing, Dick Johnson, 28, son 
of Mrs. Raymond Cree oí C ath­ 
edral City, broke the world’s 
glider record by soaring 365 
m iles last Saturday. 
He took off from Norris Hill, 
near Elmira, New York, at 11:02 
a.m. and was in the air for 
eight hours.

Hayden of the Second District, 
and Bealie Barnes of the Third 
District.
